Cultural  Directions  for  Tulips,  Narcissi,  and  Hyacinths 

The  bed  should  be  spaded  at  least  12  to  15  inches  deep,  pulverizing  the  soil  thoroughly.  An  application  of  well- 
rotted  Manure  or  Bonemeal  will  more  than  repay  itself.  Plant  the  bulbs  five  inches  apart  each  way  and  five  to 
six  inches  deep  (to  the  bottom  of  the  bulb).  This  should  be  done  before  the  ground  becomes  frozen.  A light 
covering  of  straw  or  leaves  will  be  beneficial. 

For  those  not  familiar  with  the  various  heights  and  blooming  periods  we  have  indicated  these  after  each 
variety;  the  heights  in  inches,  and  the  letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  etc.,  representing  the  time  of  blooming,  A being  the 
earliest.

HYACINTHS 

Of  the  great  number  of  Hyacinths  which  the  Hollanders  grow,  we  have  selected  these  as  being  the  very  best  for  pot 
culture.  They  are  the  biggest  sized  bulbs,  and  were  grown  particularly  for  producing  exhibition  spikes. 

Indoor  Culture.  Use  a pulverized  soil  mixed  with  well-rotted  manure  and  a little  sand.  Provide  for  drainage.  Put 
one  bulb  in  a 5-inch  pot  or  four  in  an  8-inch  pan.  Set  them  so  the  top  appears  iust  above  the  surface  of  the  soil,  water 
thoroughly  and  place  in  a cool,  dark  but  ventilated  situation  until  a root  growth  has  been  made,  then  bring  to  light.  For 
succession  of  bloom  make  plantings  about  two  weeks  apart,  starting  in  October.
